Flushing, N. Y¥., December |7.—Freder- 
ick A. Storm, a real estate dealer,,-tes- 
tified today in the trial of Thornton 
Hains, as a principal with his brother,

Captain Peter C. Hains, in the killing 
of Wm. E. Annis, that the defendant had 
inquired as to the whereabouts of An- 


e dock where he was shot. 

“Thornton Hains stopped talking 
about rea] estate, and: asked me where 
Annis was,’ said the witness. 

“IT pointed out Annis’ boat, then gail- 
ing toward the float.” 

The shooting of Annis followed. 

It is upon this statement of Storm 
that the prosecution hinges its conten- 
tion that the Hains brothers hunted 
up Annis for the purpose of killing him, 
and that the real estate inquiry at the 
yacht club was a biind. 

Other important testimony was given 
by Charles Birchfield, a friend of Annis, 
who declared that Thornton Hains 
drove him back with a drawn revolver 
when he sought to stop the shooting. 
Thornton Hains also drove Mrs. Annfs 
from the float with his revolver, accord- 
tne to Birchfield. 

Mrs. William E. Annis, the widow of 
the victim of the vacht club tragedy. 
gave brief testimony to establish the 
death of her husband. She wii] take 
the witness etand again. 

De. Joseph Bloodgood, of Wiushing, 
testified that he attended Annis at the 
hospital. Annis was etherized, the phy- 
sicilan said, and examination disclosed 
about twenty gunshot wounds from en- 
trances and exits of the bullets. Annis 
died from shock and hemorrhage, Dr. 
BKodgood €aid. One bullet made six 
wounds, the witness said. 

Mrs. Annis on Stand, 


The prosecutor called Mrs William E. 
Annis to the stand. She said: 

“I am the wife of William FE. Annis. 
My name is Ellen Annis. I was present 
at his death. Dr. Schmock was there.” 

“Did you see your husband die?’

| Ottoman Empire Breaking 


Despotic Rule — Second Attempt at 
Constitutional Government. 


Away from Centuries of 


Constantinople, December !7.—A new 
constitutionay government was Inau- 
gurated today with every sign of suc- 
cees, Briiliant weather favored the 
ceremonies attending’ the opening of tne 
new parliament, which was elected un- 
der the constitution promulgated by 
the sultan last July, and everything 

passed off without the slightest disor- 
oe 


«All the creeds and races of the Turk- 
ish empire sent their duly elected rep- 


resentatives. Albanians, Syrians and 
Arabs were among the Moslem repre- 
sentatives, while Greeks, Armenians 
and Burearians represented the Chris- 
tian branches. Members from Jerusa- 
lem and Mecca rubbed his shoulders 
with their colleagues from the Puro- 
pean provinces and the far-off Kurdish, 
Armenian and Arab districts on thé 
confine of the Indian ocean. 
Much Enthusiasm Displayed. 

Any fear that the sultan may have 
had as to the temper of his siw:5jects 
‘as dispelled by the ample display of 
Susle-toaited enthusiasm. The fact 
that the sultan came out openly to 
meet his people on this auspicious occa- 
sion has gone a long way toward re- 
moving the effects of past evils, which 
have been attributed to the palace rule, 
while the grand vizier, Kiam!) Pasha, 
who insisted upon his majesty’s com- 
ing by the .road which passes through 
the European quarter of. Pera and Stam- 
beul. thus bringing the sovereign into 
contact with the masses, instead, as 
suggested by the timid hearted. of pro- 
ceeding by water, has shown his great 
wisdom and has by this move secured 
further success in the consolidation of 
the constitutional regime. 

Tonight the streets are ful! of life, 
and the city is brilliantly illuminated. 
Frequent pistoi shots are heard as a 
sign of the general rejoicing. 

The opening of the parliament was 
characterized by much solemnity. Two 
hundred deputies and senators, together 
with the chiefs of various religious 
communities, a large number of other 
State dignitaries and ministers and the 
heads of the dipiomatic missions, were 
present. 

With the exception of the sultdm’s six 
sons in the box adjoining the imperial 
box, no other princes were present. 

The forefgn diplomats in Constanti- 
nople assembled at the British embassy 
and proceeded to the hal] in a body. 
They were all clad in their full official 
uniforms. 

Address From the Throne. 


The address from the throne follows 
in part: 
“When i! 


first prociaimed a constitu- 


tion thirty-two years ggo, there were 
many difficulties in the way of its 
execution, and I was advised to sus- 
pend it momentarily. Yn the tnterval 
great. efforts were made toward popu- 
lar education and for the establish- 
ment of institutions of a nature calcu- 
lated to elevate the public enlizhten- 
ment. I am now happy to know that 
the people are more able to understand 
the benefits of a constitution, and I was 
heartily @lad to restore it notwithstand- 
ing influential advice to the contrary. 
My will is definite and umalterable, and 
henceforth the constitution will regu- 
iate the affairs of the nation. The cabi- 
net which Kiam!i! Pasha has formed 
will fulfil) our decision, 

“I regret to be compelled to announce 
to the representatives of the nation that 
thé prince of Bulagria and the governor 
general of Eastern Rumelia have devi- 
ated from the path of loyalty and pro- 
claimed the independence of those 
provinces. I also regret to announce 
that Austria Hungary has made the il- 
legal move of proclaiming the annexa- 
tion of Bosnia and Herzegovina, which 
temporarily are occupied by her, con- 
trary to international good faith and 
treaty stipulations. My ministers are 
occupying themselves with these grave 
questions, and I hope they will ,receive 
the assistance of parliament.”

It is 
alleged that in the corntpresaing of cot- 
ton thus tendered to them, the defend- 
ants meg the Adlentie Compress Com- 
pany, thue prevent the erection of 
other compresses. 

The regulations made by the defend- 
ants, the petition avers, injure the ma- 
terial progress and prosperity of cer- 
tain sections of the on belt.

Washington, December i7.At the 
urgent request of President Roosevelt, 
President-elect William H. Taft came to 
Washington this afternoon from New 
York, and spent two hours in confer~- 
ence with the president at the white 
house. My Taft arrived at 1:33 p, m., 
and left for Augusta, Ga., at 4:12 p. m. 

It had been Mr. Taft’s plan to go 
direct from New York to Augusta by 
way of Washington, reaching here at 
3:45 p. m., and departing hbaif an hour 
later, but, on receiving a communication 
from the president, he changed his plans. 

The president had sent.word te Mr. 
Taft that he earnestly desired to - see 
him and wished him to stop off in 
Washington long enough to take lunch- 
eon at the white house, in order that 
some matters in which the’ president 
wanted Mr. Taft's advice might be dis+ 
cussed. Upon receiving this request, 
Mr. Taft decided to leave New ~ York 
several hours earlier than he 
planned. With him came his brother, 
Charlies P. Taft, and on the train he 
met Secretary Straus, of the departmént 
of commerce and iahbor, with whom he 
spent some time talking. 

Upon arrival here, Mr. Taft entered an 
automobile and .went direct to the 
White House, reaching there at the 
president’s regular luncheon hour.

New York, December 17.—9On a charge 
of. criminal libel, made by John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., S. 8. Carvalho, presi- 


dent of ‘the Star Company, publishers 
of Willlam Hearst's New York Amert- 
can, was arrested today and arraigned 


in police court before Magistrate Finn. 
At the solicitation of Clarence J. Shearn, 
attorney for the Hearst publications, 
and without any objection being raised 
on the part of Agsistant District Attor- 
ney Garvan. who had charge of the 
progecution, Mr. Carvalho was paroled 
in the custody of his lawyer until De- 


cember 26th for examination. 


Mr. Rockefeller, accompanied by his 
counsel, Lawyer Murphy, appeared in 
District Attorney Jerome's office early 
in the day and made complaint that 
the article published in The New York 
American of December !7, under a Chi- 
cago date of December 16, with the 
headline “J. D. Rockefeller, Jr., Origt 
inated Peonage in Stockade, It Is Said,” 
tended to injure his good name, repu- 
tation and credit, and to make him ap- 
pear ridiculous. 

He submitted a typewritten affidavit, 
embodying these charges, to District 
Attorney Garvan, to whom the case 
was “assigned. On the presentation of 
the affidavits to Magistrate Finn, he 
issued warrants for the arrest of 
Messrs. Carvalho, Bradford Merrill, 
treasurer, and Edward H. Clark, secre- 
tary, of the Star Company. 

Mr. Carvalho was found in his office. 
Merrill and Clark were not in their 
offices. Mr. Carvalho took his arfest 
good naturedly. 

Mr. Rockefeller was not present when 
Mr. Carvalho was arraigned, as he did 
not expect tRat the warrants would be 
served today. 

Lawyer Shearn, after pleading to have 
Mr. Carvalho paroled in his custody,

said that Mr. Merrill had not arrived at 
the office when the detective called, but 
that he would appear in court tomor- 
row.

Statement by Rausotetine.

Rockefeller,” said Mr. Merrill, ‘“‘we will, 
of course, do everything in-our power to 
atone for it.’’ 

Story Thct Caused Arrest. 


Chicago, December t7.—The story of 
an alleged pYonage system and stock- 
ade at Summit, a town 30 miles from 
Chicago, is under investigation by the 
district attorney. Those who brought 
the charges declare that the stockade 
surrounding the plant is 30 feet high; 
that workmen are practically kept pris- 
chers there; that they were kept in 
debt to their employers, and that some 
of them escaped to tell their story only 
by digging a tunnel under the stoeKade. 
The officials of the plant deny the 
charges, declaring it to be the result of 
Spite work. They assert they have taken 
only such precautions as will protect 
them against labor troubles and against 
strangers entering their premises with- 
out authority. A number of witnesses 
against the plant conferred with the dis- 
trict attorney today, and it is said that) 
any action that might be taken will be | 
announced within a few days.

Chief Jennings’ annual feport, follows 
in fall: 

Hon. Board of Police Commissioners of the 
City of Atlante.—Gentlemen: The following 
report of the operationg of the department of 
police for the year ending December 31, 1908, 
ig respectfully submitted for your considera- 
tion: 

Before entering into a detailed statement 
of the report, I would like to say a few 
words commendatory to the members of the 
force, and make a few recommeéndations 
which are essential to the efficiency of the 
service.

city on all occasions, and 
I wish to compliment the members of the 
force for the faithful and efficient manner 
in which they have performed their respect- 
ive duties: and to thank them for the extra 
hours of duty they have willingly performea 
on occasions demanding their service; and 
especially during the recent municipal cam- 
paign. 

I would respectfully recommend that the 
honorable mayor and genera! council be re- 
quested to appropriate ‘a sum sufficient to 
employ twenty-five additional patrolmen. We 
will need at least twelve men for the new 
ninth ward, with four horses and eight bicy- 
cles. The other men could be used to good 
advantage in patrolling the residence sections 
of the city, af the present time greatly in 
need of better police protection. 

In consequence of the increased area of 
the city, I would respectfully recommend 
that you urge the mayor and general coun- 
cli to also appropriate a sum suffictent to 
establish four substations—one at or neaP 
the central or most convenient portion of 
the new nitnh ward; one in the eighth ward, 
at or near Piedmont park; one in the fifth 
ward, on Marietta street, near corner Hun- 
nicutt, and one in the first ward, on Peters 
street, near junction of Walker street. In 
my opinion these sub-stations can be main- 
taineS at a less cost than we could furnish 
horses, wagons and men to bring the pris- 
oners, when arrested, direct from the beats. 
One sergeant and one call man could be 
assigned to duty at each sub-station; the 
vicinity would have a man at their imme- 
diate call at all times; while the men doing 
duty in the viicinity could turn their pris- 
oner over, and immediately continue patrol- 
ing their beat. As now arranged, the patrol- 
men have to wait 4vith their prisoner at the 
boxes in outlaying districts, very often for 
a considerable time, waiting for the wagon 
to come, thereby leaving portions of their 
beat unprotected, which would’ otherwise be 
covered. The prigfonere could then be sent 
for two or three times each day and brought 
in to the central station. 

Thé sub-station in the ninth ward ts im- 
perative, and I don't posibly see how we 
can get along without fr. 

I would respectfully recommend that thts 
department become a member of the bureau 
of criminal identification, Washington, D. 
C. This would only cost $50 per year, and 
would enable us to obtain the photographs 
of noted criminals arrested elsewhere, from 
time to time, and who at some future date 
are Mabie to visit this section. 

I wish to thank the police committee of 
council for introducing and having adopted 
by council the recommendations from this 
board with reference to ordinances and 
amendments thereto, applicable to the police 
department, and especially the ordinances 
regulating junk, pawnbroxers and  second- 
hand dealers. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank each mem- 
ber of the baord for courtesies extefiied me 
during the year.

FEARED MAKINGCASTRO HERO 


State Department Has Believed That 
Any Move Against Venesuela 
Would Play Inte Castro's 
Hands, and Has There- 
fore Acted With 
Caution. 


Washington, December !7.—The stir- 
ring events in Caracas are somewhat 
of a surprise to officials in Wagehing- 
ton, where it has been generally ex- 
pected that any manifestation of hos- 
tile acts by any foreign power against 
Venezuela would have the result of 
solidifying all elements of the people 
and make them rally vigorously to 
President Castro and his government. 

That they have not done so, but, on 
the contrary, have engaged in riotous 
demonstrations against his interests 
and those of his friends, ig quite inex- 
plicable to the authorities. It has been 
the common belief in Washington that 
had the United States taken any force- 
ful steps against Venezuela in the ef- 
fort to have its claims against that 
country arbitrated, Castro would have 
become a veritable hero in the eyes of 
the people there. 

Why Uncle Sam Went Slow. 

It is possible, even, that, anticipating 
such an attitude, the administration 
has been indifferent to pushing a de- 
mand for settlement. Now that Castro 
has left the country, the strong influ- 
ence he exerted over his people in the 
minds of the officials appears to be 
waning. 

Some interest is manifested at the 
state department in the unofficial press 
reports that Castro might seek an al- 
liance with Germany. The report lacks 
any substantiation, so far as any state 
department advices go. 

The department has felt that the sit- 
uation in Venezuela would gradually 
work itself out. For this reason there 
has beem a persistent determination to 
ignore President Castro and look with 
equanimity on the doings of foreign 
governments in thelr efforts to get 
satisfaction from him for alleged 
wrongs, so long as there is_no inter- 
ference with American interests and 
no violation of the Monroe doctrine. 

In a State of War. 


Vice President Gomez's recent decla- 
ration that Venezuela is in a state of 
defense has been construed in some 
circles as meaning a state of war, That 
inference which came justified by a 
dispatch which. came to the state de- 
partment today from Paxton Gibben, 
the American secretary of legation at 
Bogota in the United States of Colom- 
bia, transmitting a telegram, received 
by the minister of foreign affairs uf 
that country from Caracas dated the 
i4th instant. This telegram says: 

“In view of the blockade established 
and the capture of the blockade of a 
Venezuelan vessel, the head of the gov- 
ernment of Venezuela, after assuming 
extraprdinary powers for the defense 
of the country, has declared a state of 
war.” 

The statement of Gomez followed the 
news in Caracag of the capture of the 
coast guardship Alexis, which he said 
was considered a true invasion of 
Venezuelan territory and an aggression 
against the Venezuelan government. 

Castro Keeps His Nerve.

Every Department of Government Has Fund With Which 
to Seek Evidence and Prosecute Violators. 
No Need for Secret Service.

The paragraph from President 
Roosevelt's last annual message 
which has angered congress, 
‘reads as follows: 

“Last year an amendment was 
incorporated in the measure pro- 
‘viding for the secret service, 
which provided that there should 
be no detail from the secret serv- 
ice and no transfer therefrom. It 
is not too much to say that this 
amendment has been of benefit 
only, and could be of benefit 
only, to the eriminal classes. if 
deliberately introduced for the 
purpose of diminishing the ef- 
fectiveness of war against crime, 
it could not have been better de- 
vised to this end. It forbade the 
practices that had been followed 
to a greater or less extent by thy 
executive heads of various de- 
partments for twenty years. To 
these practices we owe the secur- 
ing of theevidence which enabled 
us to drive great lotteries out of 
business and secure a quarter of 
a million of dollars in fines from 
their promoters. These practices 
have enabled us to discover some 
of the most outrageous frauds in 
connection with the theft of g°v- 
ernment jland and government 
timber by great corporations 
and by individuals.

the chief executive. In sensationa] in- 
terest it has surpassed the present 
Panama canal scamial and the Bellamy- 
Storer controversy of a year ago. Many 
mermbers say frankly they do not know 
wnat to make of it. 

There is no denying the fact that 
congress feels itself affronted. The 
senate has adopted resolutions calling 
for the appointment of a committee to 
look into the whole .question of the 
president’s criticism and report what 
steps should be taken.

Histery of Secret Service. 


In order to more fully understand 
this provision, it must be recalled that 
for thirty years the treasury depart- 
ment has been the only branch of the 
executive department having an au- 
thorized secret service division. In 
that department the activity of the 
-gecret service force was limited to 
“detecting, arresting and delivering 
into the custody of United States mer- 
shals, dealersand pretended dealers in 
counterfeit money and persons engaged 
in counterfeiting treasury notes, bonds, 
nationa] bank notes and other securi- 
ties of the United States and of foreign 
governments and other feloni¢s com- 
mitted against the laws’ of the United 
States relating to the pay and bounty 
laws, and necessary investigation of tne 
claims for reimbursing the expenses 
incident to the last sickness &nd burial 
of deceased pensioners under ‘section 
4718 of the Revised Statutes, AND FOR

“detection and prevention of frauds 
upon the customs revenue.’ 

For the bureau of corporations in the 
department of commerce and labor, 
congress appropriated $175,000 to be 
expended in employing special attor- 
neys, examiners and agents needed to 
pursue its investigation of the Standard 
Oil Company, the cotton exchanges of 
the country, the beef trust, and in car- 
rying on its other activities.

whether he has instituted proceedings for 
the punishment of any such individual by 
the courts or has reported any such alleged 
delinquencies to the house of representatives, 

Committee Was Unanimous. 


In reporting the resolution, Mr. Per- 
kins said it had been recommended 
unanimously by the special committee, 
and added that ag soon as the president 
Should send in any information in his 
possession, the committee would make 
another report for the consideration of 
the house, 

Mr. Williams eaid the committee 
would impartially report on “this seem- 
ingly unprovoked and unjustified at- 
tack on the honesty and reputation of 
the legislative branch of the govern- 
tment.’’ 

“So far as the committee knows,” 
said Mr. Williams, “there is not a scin- 
tilla of evidence to support that state- 
ment by the president.

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FOR PEANUTS AND MACARONI 
PROTECTION PLEA IS MADE 


Wahington, December 1!7.—The peanut 
industry, as affected by the tariff, was 
under discussion at today’s hearing be- 
fore the house ways and means commit- 
tee. Democrats and republicans joined 
in asking for further protection for the 
peanut growers, and the republican 
members of the committee took the op- 
portunity to make political capital from 
the request for an increase of | I-2 
— in the duty by Virginia growers. 

Aithough it was claimed by the wit- 
nesses that eight southern states supply 
practically the entire crop of peanuts, 
North Carolina and Virginia only were 
represented. 

Representatives Maynard and Laasiter, 
democrats, of Virginia, and Alvah H. 
Martin, republican national committee- 
man from Virginia, supported the con- 
tentions of the representatives of the 
Virginia peanut growers. J. P. Hol- 
land and Cc. F. Day, of Smithfield, and 
Representative Clark, of Florida, also 
asked for the increase in the duty. 

The principal claim made by the pea- 
nut growers is that the peanuts import- 


raised in Virginia should be protected?” 

“¥es, but I could not say what.”’ 

“Do you think.” Mr. Daizell queried, 
“that an increase of 300 per cent in the 
duty on peanuts is a reasonable request 
to make of this committee?”

The native 
newspapers are becoming extremely 
cautious in their comments on the gov- 
ernment.

WATSON LAMENTS 
SMITH'S LAPSE 


Says Governor Is “One Re- 
former Who Has Had 
Enough.” 


Hon. Thomas FE. Watson, well known 
as a distinguished leader of the “re- 
form” forces in Georgia in the memor- 
able state campaign in 1906, laments in 
the current issue of the Jeffersonian, 
the fact that the other reform leader, 
whom he so earnestly supported in that 
campaign, “has had enough of reform.” 

Mr. Watson takes hig cue from the 
report submitted by Governor Smith at 
the recent Southern Commercial Con- 
gress at Washington, declaring further 
agitation against the railroads to be 
dangerous, ete. 

Commenting upon Governor 
lapse as a reform leader, Mr. 
says: 

“Once upon a time, ‘befo’ de wah,’ 
there was a man by the name of Gib- 
son. Of all thin men he was the thin- 
nest. His skin stuok to his bones with 
such desperate tightness that there was 
no room for flesh between the skin and 
the bones. Enjoying the best of health, 
with a digestion which bade 
defiance even to corn dumplings, cold 
cabbage, fried hog meat and Boston 
pudding, nature denied him fat. 

“One summer when he was feeling 
the need of a change from the monot- 
ony of plantation life, this Mr. Gibson 
indulged/in the luxury of spending a 
few weeks at a famous ‘Watering 
place,” whose various springs were sure 
cures for every disease going. 

“The crowd of people at the’ springs 
was large, and Mr. Gibson had deen 
carrying bis living skeleton around for 
a couple of weeks before his extreme 
lankness attracted the attention of one 
of the old negro servants of the place. 

“This negro had long been in the 
habit of yielding to his curiosity to 
find out what ailed the various patrons 
of the establishment; and such a case

with the living skeleton, and by easy 
approaches led up to the question:

‘“Laconically and seriously, Mr. Gib- 
s0n answered: 

* Dropsy.’ 

“Staggezed for a moment, the old 
darkey fitfally drew a deep, deep breath, 
and said, with earnest conviction, as he 
again looked Gibson over: 

**Well, boss, you'se de bes’ 
man whut's ever come here, yit’ 

“This isn’t much of a story, but the 
thing actualiy happened, and it fits Hoke 
Smith so well, in some respects, that 
we couldn’t keep it back. 

“If Hoke ever was dropsical on the 
subject of reform, he's been tapped, or 
something, for he’s the best cured vic- 
tim of that disease we've ever known. 

“Alas! That the flery champion of the 
downtrodden people should have so soon 
grown weary of a thankless task. When 
the rewards gave out, Hoke’s reform 
fever passed away. 

“Eager for office, Hoke, in the. twin- 
kle of an eye, changed from a Cleve- 
landite to a Populite. On the stump, 
how he did belabor the rapacious cor- 
porations! Virtually he gaid, ‘Make me 
governor, and I will put a stop to this 
railroad stealage of $50,000,000 a year. 
They rob you of that amount annually, 
in extortionate charges. Put me in 
office, and I will save you from the de- 
spoilers.’ 

“Welk we took him at his word and 
gave him the office. What reform in 
the railroad situation did we get from 
his administration? 

“We got a trebling of the expense of 
the railroad commission, and just 
enough interference with the corpora- 
tions to make all of them piping mad.

Ovide Musin, the eminent Belgian vio-

His playing i¢ primarily intellectual, 
and eccording to his own definition, 
wihich calls tihe righit hand of the vio- 
linist the artiat, the left the aftisan, he 
combines the highest culture of both.

COMMERCIAL HALL WILL 
, OPEN ON JANUARY 1 


New Office Building Reaching Stage 
of Completion—Is Beau- 
tiful Structure. 

“Commercial Hall,” Atlanta's latest, 
if not newest, office building, has been 
completely remodeled by Asa G. Can- 
dler, at a cost of $30,000, and will be 
opened for the use of its tenants on 
the ist of January. “Commercial Hall” 
is the name given the building at the 
corner of North Pryor street and Edge- 
wood avenue, which was known as the 
Moore-Marsh butiding, and for which 
Mr. Candler recently paid the Everett- 
Ridley company $150,000. 

For years it was Atlanta’s tallest 
bullding, and it is doubtful if there 
ig a building in the south so tall that 
ig so well built, unless it be of a steel 
frame, which Commercial Hall ts not. 

Instead of being a wholesale house, 
as it was for years, Mr. Candler has 
completely remodeled it by installing 
a giant freight elevator in the rear 
and passenger elevators in the front, 
in addition to building a handsome stair- 
way and making a handsome entrance 
on Edgewood avenue. The first floor 
has been cut up into-a -number of at- 
tractive shops and stores. The other 
floors are divided into offices for com- 
mercial purposes and “lofts” for small 
manufacturing plants. 

Almost the entire front’ is made up 
of handsome plate glass, and the sup- 
porting columns are of ‘marble and 
granite. 

The building from the roof to the 
sidewalk has been washed with acid 


and painted all over. 

Visitors to the city would hardly 
recognize Commefcial Hall, lighted 
throughout from the electric gat plant 
in the Candler building, by meéans of 
a conduit, as, the Moore-Marsh build- 
ing of years ago.

Chicago, Til., December 17.—Wet 
weather'in the winter wheat belt in the 
United States, inspired general selling 
in the wheat market today, resulting in 
net declines at the close of 3-8c.to 5-8c@ 
3-4c. Corn and oats also closed weak. 
Provisions were steady. 

Sentiment in the wheat pit was bear- 
ish nearly all day, although at times 
moderate firmness was displayed. on 
covering by shorts. There was a little 
show of strength early in the day, as 
a result of buying brought out by the 
Illinois crop report which estimated the 
acreage sown to winter wheat at |5 per 
cent less than the final estimate made 
by government experts, Later, some 
bullish enthusiasm was aroused by war 
talk in connection with the Argentina- 
Brazil embrogiio, and also by the Ven- 
ezuelan situation, but these factors were 
offset by the favorable weather for the 
fall sown crop in this country. The 
weather bureau. map showed rain or 
snow throughout a large section of the 
cotintry east of the Rocky mountains, 
and further precipitation was forecast- 
ed for tonight and tomorrow. A sjump 
in coarse grain aiso tended to weaken 
the market during the last half of the 
session. The market closed weak at al- 
most the bottom of the day, with May 
at $1.05 7-8@$1.06, and July at 97 3-4@ 
97 7+8. Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago 
reported receipts of 374 cars, against 226 
last week, and 362 a year ago. 

Corn was subjected to heavy selling 
pressure all day, and as a result the 
market was weak despite wet weather 
throughout@the entire corn belt. The 
Illinois report, which estimated this 
year’s crop of corn at 213,000,000 bush- 
els, cOmpared with 295,000,000 bushels, 
as shown by the government _§ report, 
seemed to have no effect on the mar- 
ket.
